Signs that Smali-Pex Is Dying Oat in 
Chicago. 
The small-pox appears to be steadily abating 


‘througbour the city. Mealth-Commissiouer De 


Wolf stated yesterday that all the indications 
were favorable for a decline tu the prevalence 
of the disease from now on tospring. There 
were fewer cases in the bospital lust night thao 
at tye close of last week. 

The Health Office was besieged all day yester- 
day by adense mass of school-children. They 


began coming early in the morning, and in- 
formed Dr. De Wolt that their teachers had told 


be admitted to the Commissioner 
refused to issue new certificates ex- 
cept to those newly vaccinated in the 


Health Office, and thuse recently vaccinated and 
bolding city certidcates. A great many claimed 
to have been vaccinated physicians witbin a 
year past, and these Dr. De Wolf referred back 
to the physicians to procure the necessary new 
certificate required by the resolution of the 
Sebvol Board.

On reference to the re case of small-pox 
atthe Home for the Friendless, Commissioner 
De Wolf stated a that the only commu- 
nication he bad riceived in referenve to the 
matter wae from Dr. J. Nevias Hyde, who ro- 
quested that the alleged cases be examined by 
a bealth inspector, and, if it was found necessa- 
ry, that a small-pox card be affixed conspicu- 
ously upon the outside of the butiding. Dr. De 
Wolf sent Dr. Garratt out to the home, and de 
there was no trace of smali-pox 
in the inatitution, and the two on- 
dren who were sent to the -house were 
simply suffer from a peculiar skin disease. 
Dr. De wolf further said that he knew the 
children did uot have the small-pox when they 
were removed from the home, but that de 
agreed to receive them into the pest-house un- 
til the disease should dave time to develo 
just tosatisfy Dr. Hyde and the managers o 
the home. re was one case in the bome 
some time ago, but the patient was removed to 
the hospital immediately, and Health of- 
ners claim that sufficient time bas elapsed to 
show that none of the other children were in- 
oculated with the disease. The two children 
with the skin disease were returned to the home 
after being at the pest-house a few days, 

Dr. De Wolf says the precautions were such 
that there was not the slightest danger of their 
carrying the contagion back witu them. 


IRISH VS. ENGLISH. 


An Irish Victory Over the Sritish—De- 
feat of Marshal Bagual by Hugh 
O'Nelli and Hugh Roe O'Donnell at 
the Battie of the Wellow Ford, Aug. 
10, 1598.

[It is often asserted by Eogiish writers that no 
Irish army ever defeated an Euglien army of 
equal strength. Here is an exception ina battle 
fought 300 years ago]: 

Ormond now perceived that a powerful effort 
must be made by the English to bold their 
ground in the north, or Ulster might at once be 
abandoned to the Irish. Strong reinforcements 
were sent from England, and VU’ Neill’s spies soon 
brought him inteiligence of large wasses of 
troops moving northward, led by Marshal Sir 
Henry Baal, and composed of the choicest 
forces in the Queen's service. Newry was their 
place of rendezvous, and early in August Bagual 
found himself at the bead of the largest and best 
appointed army of veteran Englishmen that had 
ever fought in Ireland. He succeeded in re- 
lieving Armagh, and dislodged O'Neill frum his 
encampment at Mullagh-bane, where the chief 
himself narrowly escaped being taken, and 
then prepared to advance witb his wholearmy 
to the Blackwater and raise the siege of Port- 
more. Williams and bis men were by this time 
nearly famished with bunger; they had eaten 
all their horses, and bad come to feeding on the 
herbs and grass that grew upon the wails and in 
the ditches of the fortress. And every morn- 
ing they gazed antiously over the southera 
hills, and strained their eyes to see the waving 
of a red-cross tlag or the glance of English 
spears in the rising sun. 

O'Neill bastily summoned O'Donnell and Mac- 
Wiiliam to bis aid, and determined to cross the 
Marsbal's path and give bim battle before he 
reuched the Blanck water. His eutire force on the 
day of battle, including the Scots and the troops 
of Connaugut and ‘Tyr-Conneill, 
4.500 toot and 600 horse, and Bagnui’s army 
amounted to an equal number of infantry and 
50U veteran borsemeh, sheatbed in corsiets and 
bead- pieces, t ther with some fleid-artillery, 
in which O'Neill was whoily wanting. Aad small 
us these forces appear, they were the two larg- 
est armies, Irish against English, that bad mot 
upon this soil since Strongbow's invasion.

THE NEW FUNDING BILL. 

The Funding bill which has passed the 
Senate differs essentially frem Mr. Sher- 
man’s original proposition. Instead of-au- 
thorizing an issue of $200,000,000 of 3 per 
cents to run at least five years before they 
can be called in by the Government, the 
option of redemption is made to depend 
only on the previous payment of the 3}¢ per 
cents which shall remain outstanding, 
amounting to about $350,000,000, It the Gov- 
ernment should pay off the latter within six 
months, the new per cents would then be- 
come subject to payment at the option of the 
Government, only limited by the provision 
that those issued Jast shall be paid first, and 
thereafter in the order of issue. 

The bill provides that these 8 per cent 
bonds shall be issued in sums of $50 and 
multiples thereof, and that lawful money in 
such amounts, or 3b per cent bonds duly 
authenticated, shall be received at the Treas- 
ury or the office of the Assistant Treasurer, 
orany postal money-order office, in sub- 
scription for alike amount of new bonds. 
The bill as passed contains just one induce- 
ment to the present holders of 3½½ per cent 
bonds to exchange them for the proposed 3 
der cents—viz.: they will have the assurance 
that their 3 per dunt bonds shall not be called 
in and paid off until sume $850,000,000 of 3}, per 
cents shall be redeemed, be it six months or 
six years, while those holding the 8 per 
cents may be required to part with their 
securities at any time. How far this induce- 
ment may influence the holders of 3) per 
cents to exchange their securities and sur- 
render }¢ per cent interest per annum can 
only be determined by experiment, but the 
popular demand for Government securities, 
even at the lowest rates of interest and with- 
out any fixed term, may persuade the hold- 
ers of 3'¢ per cents to compete with each 
other in the rush for 8 per cents, rather than 
risk the absorption of the new loan by those 
who do not hold 30% per cents, in which case 
$20,000,000 of the outstanding 3 per cents 
would be paid off immediately. 

In case this bili shall pass the House, be- 
come a law, and prove to be successful in its 
purpose, the Government will save $1,000,000 
a year (one-half of 1 per cent on $200,000,000), 
less the cost of placing the new bonds, which 
ought to be insignificant since Mr. Windom 
was able to carry out his refunding 
project at a cost of less than $10,000. ‘here 
will be no charge on account of double in- 
terest for a certain period, as there was dur- 
ing Sherman’s administration of the Treas- 
ury Department, since no extended notice is 
required for the redemption of 4‘; per 
cents; and, while the bill provides that not 
more than $25,000,000 shall be allowed to ac- 
cumulate in the Treasury from the sale of 
the new securities, it will be in every way 
feasible to take up 33¢ per cents as rapidly as 
subscriptions amounting to $5,000,000 shall 
accumulate under the new loan, 

There is no objection to the bill in its pres- 
ent shape, unless it be that it is tentative. A 
saving at the rate of $1,000,000 a year, even 
though it be fur only a short term, is cer- 
tainly desirable; but a failure to negotiate 
the new loan at the terms proposed might be 
injurious, since it would give color to the 
assertion that the United States Government 
cannot yet borrow money at 3 per cent, 
which is the rate on English consuls. Such 
a conclusion would be unfair, however, for 
the conditions under which the new loan is 
projected are in various ways unfavorable 
to the lowest rate of interest. It is easy to 
conceive that a Government bond running 
thirty years might be negotiated at3 per 
cent, when the people would not be willing 
to accept that rate fora bond which may be 
called within a few months, and at best 
will run only two or three years. It is still 
exceedingly doubtful whether the bill will 
become a law; it has no cordial support 
from the Administration, has excited no en- 
thusiasm in agy quarter, and is likely to en- 
counter the natural antagonism of the House 
to the origination of financial measures in 
the Senate.

THE LICENSE QUESTION. 

The City-Attorney has communicated to 
the Council a list of occupations which may 
be lawfully taxed under the license system. 
It includes about the same vocations which 
are embraced in the scheme gotten up by 
Ald. Riordan; and now undergoing spas- 
modie discussion at the hands of the Com- 
mittee on Licenses. There is no doubt as to 
the authority of law or the power of the 
Council to devise a system of licenses which 
shall yield a large revenue and at the same 
time be reasonable and proper in its ex- 
actions. The trouble will be to induce the 
Council to lay aside political considerations 
and demagogical methods while making up 
a comprehensive list of license fees. 

The vast saloon business is the principal 
object of contention. It is clear te all intel- 
ligent and law abiding citizens that the in- 
fluence of 3,600 liquor-shops is responsible in 
the main for the large amount of vice and 
crime which requires a material increase in 
the police force. It is equally apparent to 
this class of people that it would be only fair 
that the saloons which cause the crime 
should be required to contribute the addi- 
tional revenue necessary to the support of an 
increased police force. It cannot de con- 
tended that either Mayor Harrison or a ma- 
jority of the Aldermen have not the inteili- 
gence to comprehend such a proposition. 
Yet Mayor Harrison maintains an obdurate 
silence on the subject, and the ouly Alder- 
man who has proposed to recast the license 
system (Riordan) desires to fix the saloon- 
fee at $100 a year for making drunkards and 
criminals, and to charge lumbermen $1,000 a 
year, just ten times as much, for the privi- 
lege of conducting a reputable and peaceable 
business which contributes notably to the 


material prosperity and taxable wealth of 


the city.

which involves the protection of life and 
property and does not run counter to any 
nativistic customs. The saloon element 
figured as a conspicuous support of the 
“People’s party,” which elected Colvin 
Mayor, but it was because the Sunday issue 
was involved and because a majority of the 
people insisted upon having the privilege to 
drink beer on Sunday as well as on other days 
of the week. But there is no prohibitory or 
Sabbatarian bearing in this license question. It 
is admitted that the resources of the city 
from genera! taxation are not sufficient under 
the limitations of law to support a police 
force adequate to the proper protection of 
life and property. It is admitted that the 
license fee of $1 per week for saloons of all 
grades is ridiculously low. It is admitted 
that the saloons are directly and indirectly 
responsibie tor a large share of the disorder 
which prevails in the city. Under this state 
of things the Mayor and the Aldermen may 
safely count upon not only the citizens who 
do not patronize saloons, but also upon a 
majority of the drinking class and upon the 
reputable saloons themselves, to approve and 
sustain a prover increase In saloon licenses, 

Tun Tum has canvassed this subject 
sufliciently to demonstrate that a graded sys- 
tem of licenses for saloous, under which the 
privilege of selling beer and wine shall be 
taxed $100 a year, that of selling whisky and 
beer $200 a year, and that of running concert 
and variety halls in connection with saloons 
$1,000 a year, will yield sufficient revenue to 
support at least 150 additional policemen and 
in other ways contribute to the good order 
and public safety of Chicago. It the Mayor 
or any Alderman supposes for one moment 
that such a change in the license system will 
impair his chances for future political prefer- 
ment, he is laboring under a delusion born 
of low associations and nurtured by bad 
judgment and superticial observation. The 
man who shall make himself conspicuously 
efficient in establishing such a grade of u- 
cense fees on saloons will stand a better 
chance of being elected Mayor of Chicago 
than any rival aspirant who is indifferent to 
the matter.

HOW LINCOLN TREATED HIS RIVALS. 

Lincoln had a way of maintaining tnti- 
mate personal and official relations with his 
most formidable political rivals. Iustead of 
quarreling with them, he counseled with 
them. Ile did not permit the Government 
to be deprived of their services by their 
personal ambiuon. Whether this course was 
dictated solely by devotion to the public in- 
terests or in part by that keenness of per- 
veption which taught Lincoln the advantage 
of having his rivals in his own official house- 
hold, it is not necessary now to inguire. It 
is only just to say, however, that it is not 
known that Mr. Lincoln ever indulged a 
feeling of personal bitterness at the ex- 
pense of the good of the public serv- 
ice during his entire public career. 
Of Mr. Lincoln's entire freedom from 
indulgence in spleen or spite against polit- 
ical rivals his treatment of Seward and Chase 
are conspicuous examples. Mr. Seward was 
his most formidable rival for the Presidential 
nomination in 1860, and he placed him at the 
head of his Cabinet. Mr. Chase retired from 
the Cabinet in 1864, after having intrigued 
unsuccessfully for the nomination against 
his chief, and Mr. Lincoln soon afterwards 
conferred upon him the highest honor with- 
in his gift—appointment to the Chief Jus- 
ticeship of the Supreme Court, Probably no 
more striking example of magnanimity can 
be found in the annals of political history, 
But it was this quality of magnanimity 
that governed his conduct tewards political 
friends, joined to uncompromising firmness 
in dealing with all questions involving prin- 
ciple, which contributed largely to render 
Mr. Lincoln’s eareer more extraordinary and 
more illustrious than that of any American. 
This example of Lincoln’s was not followed 
by his immediate successors. Grant’s Cabi- 
nets were as conspicuously weak as Lin- 
coln’s were conspicuously strong. Hayes 
brought none of his great rivals into his of- 
ficial househeld, Garfield, however, imitated 
Lincoln, calling to the head of his Cabinet 
the strongest candidate before the con- 
vention at whose hands he had re 
eeived the nomination—the man most 
idolized, most popular in the Repub- 
lican party, the man most ambitious 
of the highest honor In the gift of the pee- 
ple—and placed another rival in charge of the 
Treasury portfolio. Mr. Arthur could doubt- 
less have had the services of both of these 
great men. He might have made use of their 
abilities and experience for the benefit of 
the Government, and at the same time have 
appropriated to his Administration a large 
share of the honor of their service. But he 
has chosen, so far as he could, to relegate 
them to private life. In a word, he tolerates 
no rivals near the throne, He has formed a 
Cabinet, so far as the work is finished, that 
will neither divide the honors nor share 
the biame of his Administration. He 
has not selected a probable, hardly a 
possibie, candidate for the Presidency: 
and, if there is a probable or possible candi- 
date remaining in the Cabinet, he reserves 
the right to ask for his resignation at any 
moment that the contingency of such candi- 
dacy shall arise. More than this: he has 
paved the way for a quarrel with a presum- 
ably active aspirant fur the Presidential suc- 
cession in 1884. Indeed, so desirous was he 
of making an issue with Mr, Blaine, that he 
laid himself open toa charge of vacillation 
by a sharp and radical reversal of a policy he 
had approved within a few weeks. Verily, 
the Presidential campaign of 1884 opens 


CASHIER BALDWIN’ 8 PUN ISHMENT. 

The swiftness, promptness, and righteous 
severity of “Jersey justice” has again 
been attested by the sentence of Mr. Oscar 
L. Baldwin, the Newark bank defaulter, to 
fifteen years’ imprisonment in the State Pen- 
itentiary. No one will question the justice 
of such a sentence, but many will be sur- 
prised that he was punished at all. It has 
not been the regular habit of the courts to 
punish men high in station or possessing 
money ahd influence, though it is this very 
class of men whose cri: and peculations 
are more disastrous to society than the opera- 
tions of minor criminals. 

Baldwin’s crime was one of no ordinary 
character. Described in plain words, he 
stole $2,000,000, and yet he gets no severer 
punishment than the burglar or highway- 
man who robs his victim of a hundred dol- 
lars. If his punishment had been meted out 
in strict proportion to the enormity and im- 
mensity of his crime, to its inexcusableness, 
to his degree of intelligence, he would have 
been secluded from society for a atill 
longer period. By his crime he not only 
broke a bank in whieh the community 
had unusual contidence, but he broke busi- 
ness houses which had dealings with it, he 
robbed working men and women of hard- 
earned savings, and drove one poor woman 
to suicide, whom he had plunged into help- 
lesness and want. It was a erime which in- 
volved other crimes, and the, aggregate of 
his criminality spread want and misery far 
and wide. To call it by no harder name, he 
has been guilty of the same crimes as the 
we Se who another’s pocket on the street

He was not driven to its commission by any 
stress of circumstances, by fear of want, or 
by necessity for meney for any purpose. He 
was amply paid tor his services, and lived in 
ease and luxury. Under such circumstances 
as these he deliberately committed the crime, 
and spread misery all about him, The only 


apology which he would probably offer, if 
it were an apology, would be that others had 


done tho “thing under similar cir 
cumstances, and had not been punished. 

The consolatory feature about this punish- 
ment is that it may set a precedent and help 
todo away with that sentimentality in the 
community which always grows morbid and 
maudlin when itis the mirror in which the 
crimes of people high in station are consid- 
ered, If the sentence is carried out to its 
completion, and if no pardon intervenes to 
prevent its full exeeution, it may serve as a 
warning to other men holding financial trusts 
in their hands not to yield to the temptation 
of theft. 

THE SENTENCE OF GUITEAU. 

Justice has at last got fairly in pursuit of 
the infamous murderer of President Garfield, 
and will be avenged. After an unusually 
long and thorough trial, in which every re- 
source of law was employed by his counsel 
to save him, he was found guilty, the mo- 
tion for a new trial, based on quibbles, has 
been overruled, and the Court has sentenced 
him to be hanged on Friday (hangman's 
day), the 30th of June, but two days short of 
a year from the day when his cowardly hand 
shot down his victim. 

Considering the horrible nature of his 
crime and the iutenge indignation which it 
aroused in this country and in every part of 
the civilized worid, the temper of the people 
has been commendable. Ordinarily it would 
have been no easy task to secure a fair trial 
for such a wreteh, and even had his own 
worthiess life been made to pay the penalty 
for his crime by the force of popular indig- 
nation it would not have been remarkable. 
But the Government whose head he had so 
cruelly removed protected him from popu- 
lar vengeaiice. The forms of law rose 
superior to personal violence. The pep- 
ular wrath quickly subsided and left 
in its place only the stern resolution 
that his guilt should be determined bya 
jury. The Government granted him counsel 
and the opportunity to get his evidence. He 
was placed before an intelligent and unbiased 
jury, who were competent and willing to 
give him the benefit of irresponsibility for 
his act if it could be shown that he were in- 
sane at the time be commſtted it. He was 
defended by able counsel. He was allowed 
more liberty than any prisoner was ever 
allowed before. He could browbeat and in- 
sult any one—Court, counsel, or jury-—at his 
pleasure. He could disturb either evidence 
or argument. His indecencies, jests, and 
Sull the 
people were patient The question of 
his sanity was thoroughly ¢anvassed on both 
sides by the most eminent experts in the 
country. Over two mouths have been ex- 
hausted in this trial, and during that time it 
may be safely asserted that scenes occurred 
which have no parallel in any previous mur- 
der trial, and that the prisoner was allowed 
a larger degree of courtesy than was ever 
before accorded to a felon. 

The people of this country who have so 
patiently bided the issue of this tria! will 
now be satisfied that the law is in a fair way 
to be vindicated, and will rejoice that the 
wreteh, having been convicted under its 
forms, will be executed if the court en banc 
lets the sentence stand. 

There is no opportanity for the charge that 
ample justive has not been accorded to him. 
If any criticism eould be made at all it would 
be that too much courtesy was extended to 
him under peculiarly aggravating proveca- 
tion, His execution will make no compensa- 
tion for his erime, for to assume that would 
be to assume that the loss of Guiteau Would 
be a compensation tor the loss of Garfield. 
The hanging of a thousand such infamous 
wretches would be no compensation for the 
crime that removed such a man as President 
Gartield from the ceuncils of the Nation, and 
brought a lifelong grief upon his afflicted 
family. In the grief that followed his death 
indignatiou towards the murderer subsided 
and gave place to the unanimous feeling that 
the majesty of the law must be vin- 
dicated, and that this murderer must pay the 
penalty of justice like any other murderer. 
The death of Guiteau cannot restore Garfield. 
It cannot mitigate the feelings of personal 
loss over his death. It eannot reconcile us 
to the great National bereavement. Guiteau 
is no longer the victim of the people, but of 
the law. No sentiment of revenge actuates 
them. If there be any feeling of exultation 
in the matter, it is that the supremacy of the 
law has been vindicated, If there be any 
hove, it is that the fate of this miserable man 
will be a warning to others who may be aet- 
uated to commit crime for the sake of grati- 
fying malice, or of personally exalting them- 
selves in public notoriety. With this sen- 
tence, the interest of the people in Guiteau 
ceases. The memory ef his illustrious vie- 
tim will be a lasting sorrow.

MANUAL TRAINING IN THE SCHOOLS. 

Garfield said: “ School-houses are less 
expensive than rebellions,” and in his letter 
of acceptance of the Presidential nomination, 
Next in importance to freedom and justice 
is popular education, without which neither 
justice nor freedom can be permanently 
maintained.“ 

Gen. Logan's proposition to devote the 
whisky tax to purposes of edueation ought to 
be the signal for a new departure in educa- 
tional methods. In endowing the public 
schools so magnificently the Nation should 
insist upon radical referms in their eonduct. 
If the prevailing methods of instruction are 
not the best attainable methods they should 
give place to better methods, not ten 
or five years hence, but now. That 
they are not the best may be said 
to have been demonstrated. The Walton 
report of the eondition of eertain schools in 
the heart of Massachusetts, where the com- 
mon-schoo! system originated, the several 
papers of Mr. Adams, and the views of many 
professional educators—all these shew that 
the time for radical reforms in educational 
methods is at hand. Garfield, whe never 
ceased to be a student, even under the 
pressure of exacting public duties, and who 
ever watched the schools with absorbing in- 
terest, said; It is to me a perpetual wonder 
that any child’s love of knowledge survives 
the outrages of the school-house’; and, 
“That man will be a benefactor of his race 
who will teach us how to manage rightly the 
first years of a child’s edueation’’; and, 
This generation is beginning to understand 
that education shuuld not be forever divorced 
From industry; that highest results ean 
be reached anly when selence guides the 
hand of labor. With what. eagerness and 
alacrity is industry seizing every truth of 
science and putting it in harness.

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matters, and the subject was dropped per- 
force. We have reason to think that a re- 
newal of it now will not be barren of results. 

We venture to recall briefly the main feat- 
ures of the St. Louis manual training-school, 
to sketch its history, and state its objects: 

Prof. Woodward, director of the school, 
originated the enterprise; Dr. Eliot donated 
the ground (valued at $6,000) on which the 
school building stands; another citizen de- 
frayed the cust of the structure—$13,000; by 
a general subseription the sum of $10,000 
was raised to purchase machinery, boilers, 
engines, etc.; and two other. citizens obli- 
gated themselves to give $4,000 per annum 
for five years, for the support of the institu- 
tion. 

The school opened in September, 1880, with 
a class of fifty-six pupils. In September, 
1881, a second class of forty-five was admit- 
ted—present number of pupils 101. Next 
September a third class will be admitted, 
when the organization will be complete, since 


the full course of study is three years, 


The school is an experiment and its seanty 
endowment, as shown in the foregoing, is 
eked out by a tuition fee of $240 for the 
course, or $80 per annum, Its purpose is 
to demonstrate the practicability of joining 
manual labor to theoretical instruction in the 
public schools of St. Louis and the country,” 
* Hience, to a degree the school is not access- 
ibie to the very poor. But this difficulty has 
been obviated by allowing the purchase of 
scholarships for the benefit of deserving boys 
in the public sehools, which has already been 
availed of to a considerable extent.“ 

The time of the pupils is about equally 
divided between mental and manual exer- 
cises, and the experience of Prof. Woodward 
is that their progress is about as great men- 
tally as that of pupils whose whole time is 
devoted to intellectual training. The alier- 
nation of employments rests and invigorates 
the mind. The intellectual course is prac- 
tieal, not ornamental. in mathematics the 
course is thorough and applied to bookkeep- 
ing, mechanical drawing, physics, mechanies, 
and surveying. Careful attention is given to 
physical geography. The English language 
and literature is carefully studied through- 
out the course. History, practical ethics, and 
political economy each has a place in the 
course; and special attention is paid to free- 
hand and mechanical drawing. Every grad- 
unte of the institution will be a skilled 
draughtsman, 

Prof. Woodward is opposed to teaching 
the details of actual trades. He regards this 
method as too narrow for general educa- 
tional purposes. He well says: Our phys- 
ical education must be as broad and liberal 
as our intellectual.“ He ,roposes to ab- 
stract all the mechanical processes, and man- 
ual arts, and typical tools of the trades and 
occupations of men, and arrange a sys- 
tematic course of instruction in the same, 
and then incorporate it inte our system of 
educaiion.”

The Horror in Chesterfield County, va. 
Spectai Dispatch to Tue Chicage iran 
Ricumonp, Va., Feb. 4.--Particulars of the 
terrible coal-mine disaster at the Grove shatt, 
at Coalt.eid, in Cbesterfield County, yesterday, 
were received here today, and indicate that the 


disaster was even more borribie than at first re- 


ported. Coulfield is a little bamiet in the midst 
of the great coal-beds of Chestertield County. 
and the mine in which the disaster took place is 
about two miles distant. 
THE SCENES AND IXCIDENTS 
about the mouth of the pit this morning were 
beartrending. Nearly every family in the 
place bas lost a relative by the dis- 
aster, and, the terribie snow- 
storm of last night, a crowd of men, women, 
and children were crouched about the mouth of 
the fatal shaft, sbivering from cold and cailing 
piteousiy for their loved ones, and begging that 
aid sbould be sent them. All the morning 
crowds of miners from the surrounding country 
Au ve. been pouring into the piace, and ai! seemed 
intent upon penetrating 
THE AWFUL PIT 
and learning definitly the fate of those 
who ere entombed. Experienced miners 
say that the - thirty-two men in the 
pit are undouttediy dead, but the 
wives and children do not give up bope, and 
there are notto be found those who can break 
the terrible truth to them yet. Tue Grove shaft 
is in one ol the oldest coalfields in Virginia. 
The surface of the earta in that vicinity for a 
eiroumference of many miles is honeycombed 
by deserted pits, and no spot in Virgivia bas 
dees more prolific of just such terrible disasters 
as this last. 
. FIVE YEARS AGO 
an explogjop occured in a pita few miles from 
Grove shaft, pine men. all whe were in the pit 
at the time, being killed.

pensive. They cost bere when laid, from $4 to 
$4.50 per square yard, 

Granit is difficult to work, and cannot be 
brought to that smoothness apd exactness of 
line necessary to give unifurmity of bea on 
the sides, or evenness on the surface, without 
ineurring an expense altogether too t, and 
which puts it out of the questiou.

Limestone macadam does very well for a 
foundation, but will not answer for the surface 
of a street where there is heavy traffic. The 
material is too soft, absorbs water freely, slacks 
und softens uuder the action of trust, aud cuts 
away rapidly under the grindipe wear of heav- 
ily toaded vebicies; we all know what a lime- 
stone turopike is for dust mud. 

The limestone aspbalt block. made from lime- 
stoue, with from Wtol5 per cent of asphalt in 
it, has, to avery consideravie extent, the same 
objections which apply to limestone macadam;

EGYPT. 
CONCERN OF THE sr. JAMES CABINET. 
Special Cable. 

Loxpox, Feb. 4.—Jennings’ cabie letter 
says: Affairs in Egypt are the subject of 
considerable anxiety to the Government. The 
Angio-French note commits this country 
to armed intervention on the occur- 
rence of “either internal or en- 
ternal complications menacing the ex- 
istine «6 régime.” and the Khedive’s 
position just now is exceedingly precarious. 
The National party, headed by Arabi Bey, 
has issued a manifesto setting forth its de- 
mands. While they recognize the services 
which England and France have rendered to 
‘Egypt in the past, the Nationals hope that the 
Anglo-French contro! will soon be removed, 
as the evils of this control exceeded the

THE NATIONAL PARTY 
comprises the intelligence of Egypt, and, as 
itis supported by the army, which the mani- 
festo says is “the only power in the country

THE PLAIN TRUTH 
is that the Egyptians are disgusted with the 
favoritism and jobbery that have run ram- 
pant under the Anglo-French control, and, 
like the Lrishmen, the sons of the Pharaohs 
want home rule. The army is only a small 
one (some 18,000 men), but the people are 
behind it, and it would take at least 
50,000 troops to suppress the movement. The 
English Radicals are strongly opposed to in- 
terference on the part of this Government, 
but, after the joint note, it is not easy to see 
how Mr. Gladstone can back out of all the 
responsibility he has assumed. The situa- 
tion is becoming alarming.

The Late Victor C. Page. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Curcaco, Feb. 4.—Victor C. Page, the artist, 
whose death on the th ult. has been mentioned, 
deserves more tban a pedssing notice. His 
parents came to Chicago in May, 1857, and Victor 
was born Aug. II of that year. His father. J. 8. 
Page, isthe senior partper in the law firm of 
Page & Plum; ais mother, a lady of high culture 
and refinement. Physically, Victor was frail, 
and, while seemingiy well until two days before 
bis decease, yet medical examination proved 
that months before death bad marked him for a 
certain victim, and bis malady (ulceration of the 
colon) must dave caused bim much pain; yet 
none knew it, for he scarcely complained.

THE GASKINS CASE. 

The brother of E. W. Gaskins, the Post-Office 
offender, whose sentence was commuted a few 
days ago by President Arthur, makes the fol- 
lowing statement with reference to his brother's 
case: Mr. Gaskins was a substitute tetter-car- 
rier who entered the service within a year. He 
is a contirmed opium-eater, and. as the testi- 
mony showed, ielded to the force of 
the terrible appetite, and opened a letter cou- 
taining money with which to buy some of the 
drug. Having pleaded cuilty, however, there 
was nothing for Judge Blodgett to do but to 
sentence him to one yearin the penitentiary. 
Durmg bis confluementin the County Jatl. Dr. 
Biuthardt tried, with remarkable success, to 
cure the youvg man of the slavish babit, and for 
four months now he bas not touched the drug. 
On the representations of bis brother, and the 
strength of the potidon for a commutation of 
sentence, signed by Congressman Davis, Sheriff 
Mann, and others, setting forth these facts, 
Judge Biodgett recommended a commutation of 
the sentence to six months in jail. and the Presi- 
cent a few days ago amxed his name to the 
papers. Accord: to his brother and others 
woo know dim and bis failing, be was physically 
and legally incompetent at the time he com- 
mitted the crime, and is now. they delleve, 
cured of the wretched habit and saved for ful- 
ure usefulness. His sentence will expire June 
22, and on his release he expects to go East to 
live.

VIOLATING THB FIRE ORDINANCE. 

An excellent iliustration of the way in which 
the building ord nance is violated by persons 
who ougbt to know better can be found on the 
north side of Michigan street, between Kush and 
Cass. The intention is to construct a building 
with front wall nineteen feet high of brick. 
The three other walls are to be of wood, with 
the exception of a brick wall in the reur tor 
about tifty feet. Up to this dme the brick wall 
in front bas been put up. There is abuodavt 
lumber on the zrouad for putting up the rest of 
the structure of wood, but there is no brick 
there, and no apparent demand fur any. 
A reporter inquiring on the prem- 
ses 6 learned that the etructure wus 
being put up by Spauiding & Merrick, the 
tobacco manufacturers, and that it was to be 
used as a tobacco warehouse by thew until next 
spring, when the firm intend moving into the 
building oppesit. A permit, it was stated, had 
been obtained for the erection of the structure. 
Somewhat surprised at thia, the reporter called 
on Superintendeat Kirkland, who stated that a 
permit bad been obtained, but it was fur the 


| erecuon of a sheiter-shed—that is, a building 


open on two or three sides at least. Koaowing 
very well that no such shed could be used for 
the storage of as valuable an articie as tobacco, 
the reporter continued his investigations by 
Callmg upon Mr. Spauiding and asking bim on 
the subject. He stated that the tirm bad re- 
ceived permission at the Building Depart- 
ment to gu abead with the dull. 
and that be couldn't see what business a news- 
paper had to interfere in the matter. Superin- 
tendent Kirkland was then inforiwed what use 
was being made of th rmit which had bee:

the statement that one of bis Inspectors would 
be sent over Mouday moratug to investigate, 
and that if the ordinance was violated in any 
way the firm would be prosecuted. 

The persons who are attempting to erect a 
frame structure in this business section of the 
North Side ought to understand that it is the 
business of the néwspaper and of every citizen 
to see that there are no violauons of the Build- 
ing law; toreport them when they occur, and 
to see that the Building Department sticas to 
its work and keeps on prosecuting and fining 
until the nuisance is abated.

LUNCHING LUMBERMEN, 


The Board-and-Shingle Gentlemen Dis 
euss Ald. Miordan’s Ordinance and 
the Scheme of Issuing Improvement 
Bonds—A S.utiment in Favor of Stir- 
ring Up the Assessors. 

The lumbermen’s lunch was given yesterday 
in the exchange roums by Messrs. Ketcham & 

Fick. About 150 of cheir associates were pres- 
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ent. The firm were fendered the usual vote of 
thanks, Mr. G. 8. Marsh making the motion, 
with Ald. Dean to second it with an odd speech. 
Mr. Ketcham responded pieasantly. 

Mr. Holt asked fora report from the commit- 


tee appointed to inquire into the proposed city 
license on lumbermen, 

Mr. Carventer reported that be understood 
the State law did not allow the city to levy a tax 
on the lumbermen alone, and, consequently, 
the y could not colleet-the tax if the ordinafite 
talked of were passed by the Council. 

Mr. Holt thought tae vestion was one to be 
decided by the Court. case would test the 
law, and the members ot the exchange shouid 
deur the expense pro rata. He hoped some one 
would make a moon to that effect. 

Mr. Skecle thuught there was time enough to 
take action when the Council bad passed tho 
license ordinance. 

Secrotery Hotchkiss read the State law om, the 
power of the Legisiature to levy taxes. 

Mr. Carpenter concluded that when thé law 
specified that the tax should be levied on a uni- 
form class of merchants it did not sigle out 
any one branch, like the lumbermen, tor in- 
stance. If there were a genera! tux imposed on 
merchants, de thought the lumber interest 
would be willing to pay their part. 

Mr. Skeele referred to Ald. Burley’s theory, 
promulgated in the previous meeting, as a good 
ove. He thought thé luinbermen should aid in 
an effort to have new ' 

BONDS ISSUED BY THE CITY FOR NEEDED 
IMPROVEMENTS, 

and thought the Constitution should be so 

amended that these bonds could be set afloat. 

He didn't think the proposed city ordinance 

wouid ever be passed. 

Ald. Everett said be thought the tax proposed 
by the Riordan ordinance was unjust to the 
lumber-trade, and be did not think there was 
any danger ef the passage of the orainance. It 
was merely attached to kill the ordinance to 
raise the license puid by the saloons. He was in 
favor of making the latter pay $300 
to 3500, and velieved the lumbermen 
were willing to pay their portion, while the sa- 
loons were not. He boped the Legislature 
would grant the city the privilege of taxing all 
kinds of business. Hither that must be dove or 
the tax-levy must be increased. He believed in 
bonds for specitic purposes. They would bave 
to issue them tu extend the water and sewerage 
systems. And be did uot think i would be wise 
to extend the issue further. He expiained that 
about $6,000,000 at least must be expended to 
extend tbe water system, which sum must be 
ruised by issuing bounds, The same rule held in 
regard t sewerage. The city could not save 
money enough out of its present revenues to do 
it. It they issued bonds to cover the buiiding of 
new scbool-bouses, street improvements, etc., 
there would be no end to the issue. 

Mr. Curpenter recognized that pure water was, 
anccessity, but thougot street improvements 
were necessities also. The business of the city 
was now taxed by the extra cost of teaming, due 
to the bad condition of the streets, by lack of 
viaducts, and by closm@g the bridges, some 
$5,000,000 a year. If $500,000 a year would pay 
interest on the bonds it would be necessary to 
issue in order to make such improvements, he 
asked if it would not be 

A GOOD INVESTMENT. 
Such improvements seemed quite as necessary 
as tne extension of the water-works. 

Aid. Everett explained the difficulty of getting 
property-owners to pay special assessments for 
the paving ot streets, and thought that it the 
peopte would pay their proportion towards get- 
ting the improvements the work could be done 
without resorting to the issue of bonds. 

Mr. C. C. Thompson announced, in a briet ora- 
tion, that the city authorities should pay as they 
went. Only a few men paid ide taxes. He 
thought the people of the city should elect bon- 
est men to office and they would have money 
enough. 

Ald. Dean said be was glad to hear the hard- 
wood lumbermen were present. and moved they 
be invited to participate in future in the meet- 


ings. 
“Me. Gill responded in behalf of bis branch of 
the trade, and drifted into a talk over the issu- 
ing of city bonds, He thought that the bonded 
indebtedness mizht be doubled up at the present 
low rate of interest to help the city out of its 
dilema. 

Mr. Carpenter rose again and remarke‘ that, 
if public sentiment could be so aroused as to 
cause the Assessors to make a correct assess- 
ment, there would be a way out of the difficulty. 
He bvelieved the luubermen could not do a more 
patriotic thing than try to force public senti- 
ment in this direction. 

Messrs. Gill, Hail, Marsh, and others spoke, 
some favoring and others opposing the issue of 
bonds by the city for the purpose of making 
public improvements, éetce., after which the 
meeting quietiy adjourned.

Stocks were very dull. and a strong opening 
was succeeded by a weak close. As had been 
expected the bank statement was unfavorable, 
but the money market in New York remained 
quiet and easy, European dispatches showing 
that the state of affairs in France was quieter 
and that there were no causes for apprebension 
visible in any of the financial centres. It is 
Stated that “leading bankers well known all 
over the world, as well as supremely influential 
in Paris — that is, the Rothschilds are aiding 
the stockbrokers in the settlement now in prog - 
ress in Paris.” Of coursé the Rothschilds can- 
not “set Humpty-Dumpty up again,” it the pres- 
ent is a genuine break-down of credit and trade; 
but the fact that they have come for- 
ward in this way is valuabie evidence of their 
belief that the crisis is not another 1873. To- 
ward the cluse of business the sellers of stock 
seemed to be more anxioys than the buyers, and 
asu Consequence prices declined. One of the 
features of business was vigorous short sclling 
of Northern Pacitic and a strong borrowing de- 
mand for the stock. It is hinted that this stock 
is in a position where it could easily be cornered. 
There were indications that the general sbort 
interest had ro a good deal of covering. 

A good many time ioans were made in New 
York on Friday at 5 per cent. A prominent New 
Engiand banker says that there is mofe money 
in Massachusetts, Rhode island, and Connecticut 
than van be employed to advantage. He looks 
for extensive Guying of good securities from 
those States this winter and spring. Of the bonds 
embraced in the losth and 107th calls over half 
are still outstanding. 

The London Economist says the Bank of Eu- 
gland charged during the week as much as 8 per 
cent for advances. This course, which only af- 
fects the Stock Exchange, will possibly obviate 
the necessity of raising the discount rate tur- 
ther. A special Paris dispatch dated Friday to 
the Economist says contidence has revived some- 
what, some outside brokers who yesterday de- 
clared their inability to meet their engagements 
baving been assisted to resume. The rentes 
continue tobe bought in influential quarters. 
All is still uncertaiu in regard to the Lyons set- 
tlement. a 

The principal bondholders of the Memphis & 
Little Rock Railroad have refused to accept the 
offer of Mr. Marquand to casu the coupons, and 
they demand payment from the company. The 
offer to cash the coupons is supposed to be the 
first step in an attempt to force the bondholders 
to accept a lower rate of interest. The earnings 
of the road ure said to be amply sufficienteto 
warrant the payment of 8 per cent on its bonds. 

Insiders did not think it worth while to sustain 
Columbia & Greenville, and the stock declined 
on realizations. It is reported that there will 
soon be a consolidation of all the lines owned 
and leased by the Columbia & Greenville Road. 

The $3,000,000 additional stock of the Mexican 
Nationa! Construction Company will be offered 
to present stockholders at par. The amount not 
taken by them will revert to a syndicate of 
capitalists, who agreed yesterday to take the 
stock, and $1,125,000 of stock has already been 
taken by the stockholders. 

The Union Pacitic Railroad Company proposed 
to give Pacific Mail a subsidy of $90,000 a month. 
The Pacific Mail demanded $100,000 4 month. A 
compromise bas been effected on $95,000, and the 
agreement has been signed by two of the con- 
tracting parties. The third signature wili be 
added at once. Insiders bought Pacific Mail 
yesterday for a considerabie rise.

John Gilmary Shea Draws a Not Alto- 
gether Lovely Portrait of Him.

Eq. , Chicago, M. - Mr Dear Stn: I am lad to 
see the movement to commemorate the French 
act of taking possession of the mouth of the 
Mississippi. It was a great and important event,
